War Department plans for a 
reduction of almost 200,000 in the 
size of the regular army and es-+ 
tablishment of an “M-Day” force 
of 1,750,000 trained troops were 
disclosed today by members of 
the House Armed Services com- 
mittee, 

The plan depends on a univer- 
sal training program to build up 
the national guard and the or- 
ganized reserves, committee mem- 


| bers said, so that within one year 


from “M-Day” the force could be 
expanded to 5,500,000 men. 

Just how quickly the reduction 
in the regular army will be ef- 
fected, they said, depends large- 
ly on international developments. 
But they pointed out that Presi- 
dent Truman’s budget message to 
Congress contemplates maintain- 
ing a standing army of 1,070,000 
during the year beginning July 1. 

The entire mobilization-day set- 
up, committee members said, is 
based on a three-point legislative 
program including universal train- 
ing, merger of the armed forces, 
and coordinated scientific research 
and development. 

Details were divulged following 
a meeting at the Pentagon yés- 


terday attended by most members 
of the committee, Secretary of 
War Patterson, General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, and other top ar- 
my officials. 

The 1,750,000 “M-Day” force 
would include 875,000 regulars, 
680,000 National guardsmen and 
195,000 crganized reserves, all 
ready to take the field on short 
notice. The rest of the 5,500,000 


men expected to be on duty 12 
months later would be draftees 
and former service men recalled 
to duty. 

Without universal military 
training, committeemen said, the 
Army does not believe it can raise 
such a force, 

The army universal training 
plan provides six months of basic 
training for peacetime draftees,

War department leaders said at 
the meeting that a recommenda- 
Selective Service act, 
which expires March 31, will be 
sent to Congress in the neay fu- 
ture.

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Abraham Lincoln— 


We know something of tue great accomplishments of 
Abraham Lincoln, whose birthday anniversary we observe 
today. We havo heard many incidents about his life but 
special attention should be given to his humble beginnings 
and the handicaps he overcame to achieve a place among 
the immortals. 

His noble life is all the more wonderful when we realize 
he started at the bottom. His birthplace was a poorly con- 
structed log cabin on a desolate farm in Kentucky. 

When Abe was seven years of age his father moved the 
family to Indiana during a cold winter. He built what was 
called a three-faced camp—a shed with no floor, no door, 
no windows and with the fourth side open to the weather. 

While his father might have been a hard worker, he 
must have been a miserable provider. Abe's life was al- 
ways one of perpetual poverty. In spite of his father Abe did 
learn to read. His father sternly opposed Abe in his per- 
sistent search for knowledge. He thought reading was a 
sign of laziness. By the time Abe was 15 years of age he 
could read a little but could not write. Altogether Abe had 
no more than 12 months of formal schooling. 

Lincoln’s life is all the more inspiring because of his 
humble beginnings. He not only had a humble beginning 
but he also found discouragement and met defeat at every 
turn. In business he had been a failure. As an attorney he 
was a disappointment. In marriage he was unhappy. In 
politics he met with frustration and defeat. 

In some circles there is discussion as to who was the 
greatest, George Washington or Lincoln. The answer to 
that is found in the distance covered by each man in achiev- 
ing his high place. Washington was born with position and 
property and advantages of education. 

Lincoln, however, received favors from no one, yet he 
stands on the horizon of history as one of the most compelling 
figures the world has ever known. 

He symbolizes the principles upon which America is built 
—the equality of ail men, the indivisability of the union; the 
opportunity for the lowliest of birth to achieve the highest 
of honors. 

% was Lincoln’s humility. his gentle humor, his ability 
to maintain the common touch while dealing with uncom- 
mon problems—these were the things which endeared him 
to the masses of his time. These are the things that still en- 
dear him to the masses of our day. He was a great man in 
great things but he was also great in little things. 

He started at the bottom. By his own might and deter- 
mination he finished at the top.

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Social Security Board Asks | 
Broader Old Age Benefits 


’ Federal Grants 
To Needy States 
Recommended 


WASHINGTON, (#®) — The 
Social Security board asked Con- 
gress today to jack up federal 
old-age payments and to extend 
their benefits to the 23,000,000 
workers not now covered. 

The proposals have White House 
plessing, bestowed in advance in 
President Truman’s budget and 
economic messages to Congress. 
‘he board report asked prompt 
action, saying: 


“For a people, as for an individ- 
ual, it is prudent to provide in 
good times against adversities 
that almost surely will arise soon- 
er or later.” 





The specific recommendations 
on old age and survivors’ insur- 
ance—advanced with the argu- 
ment that they would create “a 
broader, sounder and more equit- 
able basis for insuring individual, 
and national well-being’—are: 

1. Extension of coverage to 
“all gainful workers.” This would 
cover the self-employed, farmers 
and farm worker, servants, gov- 
ernment employees and workers 
in non-profit organizations. 

2. An increase in benefits, es- 
pecially for low-paid workers, and 
an increase from $3,000 to $3,600 
in the maximum earnings which 
count toward benefits. 

8. An increase—from the pres- 


ent $14.99 a month — in the 
amount which an aged person 
may earn from private sources 


without loss of old age benefits. 

4. Lowering of the pension 
age limit for women from 65 to 
60. 


5. Payment of benefits fur 
both temporary and pe:manent 
disability. 

6. Adoption of a long rafige | 
plan under which old age insur: 


ance costs would be divided 
among employers, workers and 
government. 


In its public assistance program 
the board urged: 

1. Federal” “grants if - aid “€5 
States to help any needy person. 
(This assistance now is limited to 
dependent children, needy aged 
and blind). 

2. Special Federal aid to low: 
income states, but with the states 
controlling distribution of the 
funds. 

8. Abdlition of the requirement 
that needy persons be residents 
and citizens in order to receive 
help under state programs. 

4. Federal funds to help cov- 
er costs of state-operated medical 
BerviGes. 


65 Cents Sef 
As Basic Pay
